Dear Sir:- 

- Will you be good enoughto convey the 
following information to the Executive Committee at 
its meeting Monday afternoon,Novenber 18th. 


I asked that this meeting be called for 
І felt sure that I should be present to help in some 
way to suggest some partial solutions on the very grave 
matters which are now before the League, but a matter 
of importance takes me to Carney's Point, N.J., from 
which place I cannot possibly get back in time. 


Two or three things that I want especially 
that the Committee keep in mind: 

1) That a worker is needed very badly but 
that absolute certainty of his ability must be assured, 
People have given some money; others will count it a rare 
privilege to do likewise if they see capable and honest 
persons using it and that their monetary investment is bring. 
ing adequate social returns. Му opinion is that for 
present at least, you want a worker rather than a money 
getter, money will come if work is shown. It has no’ right 
to be asked for otherwise. 

2) The relationship between ihe League and 
the Phyllis Wheatley Home Association must be clearly and 
unmistakably established. in mind that we 
are an affiliated organiza
